Batted ball hitting light towers above fence, or dropping inside 
same—Home Run. 

Players’ bench extends from railing to railing on both sides of 
bench. Ball hitting railing shall be considered in play unless going 
in bench. Bats are not part of bench. 

Ball thrown by pitcher from the rubber to catch base-runner off 
first or third base that is touched by a spectator and goes into the 
stand or dugout—One Base. 

A pitched, thrown or batted ball that hits anyone on the playing 
field, except as otherwise provided for in the Playing Rules, is 
in Play. 

Batted ball striking screen on top of fence in left and center fields, 
and bounding back into playing field, is in Play. 

Batted ball striking clock on top of left field scoreboard or frame- 
work of football clock—Home Run. 

Batted ball striking any part of left field scoreboard and bounding 
back into playing field, is in Play. 

Batted ball going into hole or opening in face of left field score- 
board—Two Bases.

Three children—Timmy 21, Danny Jr. 17 
and Kathy 15 .. . Replaced Bobby Bragan as Pirate manager on 
Saturday, August 3, 1957, in Chicago and is second oldest National 
League Manager in point of continuous service with same club—only 
Walt Alston of Dodgers has served his club longer . . . Pirates have 
finished in the first division four of the six full seasons Murtaugh has 
managed team . . . Was no stranger to Pirates’ fans when named Man- 
ager. Had first come to Pirates as a player in winter of 1947 along 
with Johnny Hopp in a trade with the Boston Braves .. . As player was 
a smooth-fielding second baseman, quick and sure on the double play 
and a reliable clutch hitter. Was sparkplug on Pirate infield and known 
for his hustle and piercing whistle . ..
